Robbers Are 
Apprehended 


Under Sheriff Cook Secures 
Confession After Grilling. 


East Jordan and vicinity has been the 
scene of several store robberies .of 
late, among them being the Geo. Carr 
Grocery on State-st, Matt Sommerville’s 
store corner Main and State sts., the 
Klooster store at Ellsworth and the 
Saperston store at Alba. 

After going over the different cases 
for some time, Under Sheriff H. Cook 
of East Jordan decided on action. On 
Monday morning last he arrested Wini- 
fred Beringer. After a four-hour ses- 
sion with him in the City jail, Berring- 
er broke down and confessed, implicat- 

‘ing Glenn Ross with him in the two 
. local burglaries and that of Kloosters, 
and these two with Harold Atkinson in 
the Saperston affair. ~ 

Under Sheriff Cook arrested the 
other two in the afternoon, Ross con- 
fessing to his part in the burglaries 


and Atkinson holding out. Herringer 


and Ross went before Justice Sever- 
ance and made affidavit to their con- 
fession. 

The trio were taken to Bellaire, 
Tuesday morning by Under Sherifi 
Cook and enroute there Atkinson con- 
fessed his part in the Alba burglary. 

They were arraigned beforea Justice 
of the Peace at Bellaire and bound 
over to Circuit Court for sentence. In 
the two local robberies Berringer and 
Ross secured $8 to $12 dollars from 
Carr’s Grocery, and about $40 and 
some cigarettes from Matt’ Sommer- 
ville’s. . 

On Wednesday night, March ist, 
Berringer and Ross wafked to Elisworth 
burglarized the Klooster store secur- 
ing $150 in cash and some jewelry; 
They walked home the same night. 

On Monday, March 6th, Berringer, 
Ross and Atkinson went by train to 
Alba and that night broke into Saper- 

‘ston store securing three suits of cloth- 
ing, three overcoats, three leather suit- 
cases and a quantity. of watches and 
jewelry. In making their get-away, 
from a rear exit, Atkinson fell through 
the snow into an open cistern. He 
wentin to his armpits and probably 
would bave been drowned had he not 
clutched the wooded edges of the cis- 
tern. His companions pulled him out. 
In the tumble he lost in the cistern the 
overcoat which he had taken and which 
was found there. The trio broke up 
and walked back to East Jordan that 
night. They went to the farm’ home 
of George Jacquay in Wilson township 
‘(which was furnished but unoccupied) 
where they remained about 24 hours, 
helping themselves to the canned fruit 
and leaving the house in a filthy con- 


. dition. 


After arresting the three, Under 
Sheriff Cook searched their rooming 
places and from the cellars in their 
homes secured all the merchandise 
taken from the Saperston store, and 
the jewelry taken from the Klooster 
store. The money taken had been 
spent, yee 

Both Berringer and ‘Atkinson-iave 
served prison sentences in the past; 
this is Ross’ first arrest, co 

Under Sheriff Cook is to be congrat- 
-Alated for the thorough manner in 
“which he cleared up this series of 
burglaries. In his able manner of. se- 
‘curing a confession of all three impli- 
cated, he has saved Antrim county 
considerable'money in the costs of a 
trial, The disposal of the three now 
rests with the Circuit Judge.

“BLUE SKY” BILL STOPS 


Counties To: 
Resort Traffic} Support Nurses 


Red Cross Nurses Ready’ To 


igan Last Year. Turn Twenty-Six Programs Over 

Supervisors of 26 counties Will be 
asked by the Red Cross to take over 
their county nursing programs this fall, 
according to advices received from 
Lansing. tes 

Counties without any public health 
nursing agencies are now in the mizor- 
ity as 46 of the 83 are carrying on de- 
finite work, their. service varying in 
size from 1 to 15 nurses. In 12 coun- 
ties the boards of supervisors have 
taken over the public health nursing 
programs, while 4 others are partially 
supported by taxation. Twelve coun- 
ties have requested the state depart- 
ment of health to secure public health. 
nurses to start their programs, 

In inducing supervisors to support 

the work, public health nurses will be 
able to cite many instances where nur- 
ses have helped to prevent disease and 
save lives. 
_John Smith, Jr., for instance, one 
month old, obviously not weil, was be- 
ing fed condensed milk, though the 
farm's Duroc-Jerseys were given 10 or 
12 gallons of skim milk twice daily. 
‘The county health nurse called on the 
young mother, explained that the 
baby’s diet was at fault and induced 
her to try breast feeding. Another 
child three years old and several 
pounds underweight, was put on a 
whole milk diet. ‘Today both children 
are well. ; Poe. k 

Mapleleaf School in another ‘county 
was attended by 20 pupils from 12 
ditferent families. The morning the 
county nurse visited the schoo! a new 
pupil, whose parents had just moved 
into the community, was being admit- 
ted. Throat swabs-which the nurse 
took of all the children revealed that 
the new scholar was a ‘‘carrier of viru- 
lent diphtheria organisms.” He was 
excluded from school and the possibil- 
ity of diphtheria developing among the 
children—with its attendant toll of 
lives—was thus narrowly averted. 


How can more dollars.be brought in- 
to Western Michigan and be planted in 
the pockets of farmers, business men, 
and residents in general? : 

That is the big question to be consid- 
ered at the annyal meetings of the 
Michigan Tourist and--Resort Associa- 
tion and the Western Michigan Devel- 
opment Bureau called) Wednesday, 
March 29, at Grand Rapids. Accom- 
panying the annual meetings of the 
two affiliated organizations will be an 
open conference at which all persons 
with ideas for the promotion of the 
state’s tourist and resort business and 
for the realization of greater returus 
on this section’s uatural resources will 
be given a hearing. 

Federal statistics show that the tour- 
ist and resort traffic brought’ $1,000,- 
000.000 to Michigan. Those who have 
studied the situation, and who have 
observed the results of organized et- 
fort in other prominent tourist sections 
of America and Europe are certain 
that like efforts here can increase 
Michigan’s aunual tourist and resort 
business to at jeast $250,000.000 within 
the uext few years. 1t1s believed that 
this is the right time to go after this 
increased business in a determined 
way. 

Michigan roads have reached such a 
stage of development that automobilists 
cap tour the preater part of the state 
as easily as they can travel the paved 
streets of a city. The people of the 
state are thus in a splendid position to 
begin to realize on the big investment 
they have made in highway improve- 
ments. : 

It is realized that Michigan can not 
gather its proper share of tourist traf- 
fic dollars unless it goes after them. 
Ways and means will be considered to 
turn as many of these dollars as poss- 
ible toward Michigan instead of letting 
them be lured away to other resort re- 
gions by more attractive advertising of 
lesser charms. 

Special problems in regard to pro- 
moting agriculture and the settlement 
of productive idle lands are also de- 
manding attention. Western Michigan 
has lost rural population during the 
last few years. This loss and methods 
of turning the ebb tide will be given 
serious attention by the directors of; 
the Western Michigan Development 
Bureau. - ror

for any person, corporation or company 
in any state or territory to use the 


phone, express companies, railroad 
companies, or any other interstate 
commerce agency of transportation or 
communication, for the purpose of seli- 
ing or offering for sale, or advertising 
or soliciting subscriptions in any state 
for securities of stock which, under 
the “blue sky’’ laws of that state are 
forbidden. It also prohibits the use of 
any interstate transportation agency or 
the mails for the transportation or 
delivery into any state of any stocks 
which the “‘blue sky” laws of that state 
forbid sold within the state. 

The bill is patterned after the Webb- 
Kenyon act, which, prior to the federal 
probibition amendment, prohibited the 
shipment of liquors from ‘‘wet’’ states 
into states that were “dry.” The biil 
if it becomes a law, will not attempt to 
designate what securities are outlawed 
and what are not. It will merely as- 
sist the several states in enforcing 
their laws against “‘blue sky’’ practices 
by making it impossible for parties out- 
side of & state to do business within 
that state through the médium of the 
United States mails or any other inter- 
state medium of communication or 
transportation, 


INTERSTATE TRAFFIC IN 
~ WILD CAT SECURITIES 


The House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce committee has reported 
favorably, by unanimous vote, a bill 
to prevent the use of the United States 
mails and other agencies’ of interstate 
commerce for transporting securities. 
Briefly, it is a bill to prevent the salé 
of “blue sky’’ and wild cat stocks. It 
is the first sttempt of the federal gov- 


ernment to stop the sale of such secur- 
ities, 


The author of the bill is .Representa- 

tive Denison, of Illinois. Mr. Denison 
and his colleagues have been at.work 
on the measure for months. Working 
with them have been representatives 
of the states which have “blue sky” 
laws and also representatives of -bank- 
ing and financial interests. The bill as 
drawn and reported bears the approval 
of all parties interested, 
“It became imperative, in order: to 
prptect the public against swindlers 
of the Ponzi type, to have a federal 
law operating against “blue sky” sec- 
urities. Evidence was adduced before 
the committee showing the American 
people are annually robbed of half a 
billion dollars in gold bricks, wild cat 
mining and oil stocks and other get- 
rich-quick schemes. Although 42 
states have ‘“‘blue sky” laws, the fact 
the federal government had none made 
it easy for those interested in market- 
ing these fake securities to evade the 
laws of the state by opening an office 
in another state and thereby becoming 
engaged in interstate commerce, over 
which the several states had no con- 
trol. It isto stop this evasion of state 
laws and assist all states in protecting 
the people against the many dishonest 
schemes that the Denison bill has been 
proposed. : 

Briefly, the bill makes it unlawful

SECURE SEED BEANS 


such an urgent request that the phone 
may be introduced as soon as possible, 
Michigan farmers should secure their 
seed beans at an early date in order to 
be sure of getting seed stock of best 
quality. The present high bean mar- 
ket is resulting in a rapid movement 
out of the state;‘according to Prof. J. 
F. Cox, head of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural College farm crops department, 
who suggests that those fermers who 
wait until late spring to buy may have 
trouble in securing best seed. 

A large increased territory for Mich- 
igan beans has been opened up by in- 
creased freight rates which work ad- 
versely for Western beans, according 
to F. B. Dreese, secretary of the Miche 
igan Bean Jobbers Association. The 
Mississippi Valley and westward has 
been included-in the Michigan distrib- 
uting section. 

“The Michigan bean crop, now. pro- 
tected adequately by tariff from Japan- — 
ese competition, can be considered 
very dependable, as compared with 
other crops, from the standpoint of 
future market conditions,’ says Pro- 
fessor Cox is discussing the question, 
“It is important that state growers lay 
in their supplies of high quality seed.

SANILAC DRAIN WORK 
TO SET STATE MODEL 


Drainage campaign work in Sanilac 
county,-which will serve as a model 
for other sections of the state, is to be 
started this spring under the direction 
of the farm mechanics department at 
the. Michigan Agricultural College. 

A series of farmers meetings to line 
up demonstration plots for the propos- 
ed is being held in the county this 
week, with results which,.exceed the 
expectations of the -project’s closest 
backers. More than 1,200 Sanilac 
farmers have attended the various con- 
ferences; 100 of them nave registered 


than a dozen plots upoa which demon- 
stration work is to be done by the col- 
lege this summer have been secured. 

“Thousands of acres of Michigan 
land need drainage,” says O. E. Robey 
extension drainage specialist at M. A. 
C. ‘While much uncultivated land re- 
mains to be reclaimed by drainage, the 
most important problem at present is 
the handling of thousands of acres al- 
ready under cultivation which are not 
producing’as they should because of 
insufficient drainage. This is one of 
the great problems Michigan agricul- 
ture must face. : 

“The demonstration work in Sanilac 
County will not only provide informa- 
tion for the farmers of the immediate 
sections, but will also set standards for 
similar work all over Michigan.” 

Ten acre plots, close to main high-

HUGHES EXPLAINS 
4-POWER TREATY 


SECRETARY IN LETTER TO SEN- 
ATOR UNDERWOOD SAYS HE 
WROTE PACT, 


“STRAIGHTFORWARD DOCUMENT” 


Declares It Attains Most Important 
Object American Government 
Has Had in View, 


Washington—Serretary of State 
Hughes wrote the four power Pacific 
treaty. 

In a letter to Senator Underwood, 
Democratic member of the American 
delegation, Secretary Hughes dispos- 
38 of the authorship issue and denies 
{ntimations that the American dele- 
gates were induced to accept a cun- 
ningly contrived foreign scheme op- 
posed to American interests. 

“A very poor and erroneous concep- 
don of the work in connection with 
the conference,” the secretary wrote. 

Failure to ratify the treaty, he de- 
slared, “would be nothing short of a 
national calamity.” 

“There isn’t the slightest mystery 
about the treaty or basis of suspicion 
vegarding it,” the secretary said, in 
his letter which Senator Underwood 
read to the senate. 

“It ig a straightforward dccument 
which attains one of the most import- 
ant objects the American government 
has had in view and is of high import- 
anee to the maintenance of friendly 
relations in the Far East upon a 
sound basis. a 

“I understand that the course of , 
debate in the senate upon the four- 
power treaty questions have been 
raised with respect to its authorship. 
It seems to be implied that in’ some 
way the American delegates “have 
been imposed upon, or that they were 
induced to accept some plan cunning: 
‘ly contrived by others and opposed 
\ to_our_ interests. 


“Apart from the reflection upon the 
sompetency of the American dele- 
gates such intimations betray a very 
Poor and érroneous conception of the 
work in connection with the confer- 
ence no part of which—whether with- 


in or outside the conference meetings | 


—was begun, prosecuted or concluded 
in intrigue. Nothing could be farther 
‘from the fact. 
. “In preparation for the conference 
the American delegates reviewed the 
matter thoroughly and the entire 
course of the negotiations in connec- 
tion with the four-power treaty was 
“in accord with these principles, and, 
as I have said, within the limits which 
we defined. 
| “The treaty itself is very short and 
‘simple, and is perfectly clear. It re- 
quires no commentary. Its engage- 
Ments are easily understood, and no 
ingenuity in argument or hostile crit- 
icism can add to them or make them 
Other or greater than its unequivocal 
language sets forth. There are no 
secret notes or understandings.” _

Bud as con- 
ditions were in this respect before the 
war, they have become many times 
worke during and since that event. 
The correction of these evils pre- 
sents a problem of great complexity. 
It cannot be achieved by a_ half: 
hearted or half-way tinkering with the 
present system. Nothing but a thor- 
ough overhauling of the whole pergon- 
nel system and the establishment of 
_f& new. system covering all phases of 
sthe question and embodying the most 
approved principles of personnel ad- 
ministration will meet the needs of 
the situation. Fortunately a begin- 
ning hus been made in this direction. 
It at least furnishes a starting point 
for action looking to the giving to the 
government of the personnel system 
that it must have if government work 
fs to be even measurably well done. 
The situation now is that there is 
an insistent demand on the part of 
the public that the whole admiuistra- 
tion of the national government be put 
upon a more efficient basis, and that 
. the present waste of public funds, re 
sulting from present defective organ- 
ization und methods, shall cease; that 
congress is alive to this demand and 
has miudé a start toward meeting it; 
that the fundamental defects in the 
existing system are well known; and 
that the direction efforts looking to” 
reform should take are clearly estab- 
lished. The responsibility is thus 
squarely up to congress. 

If the probiem that confronts con- 
gress in securing this laudable .end is 
analyzed it will be found that the 
fundamental reforms ure: The re- 
form by congress itself of its own pr- 
ganization und methods of procedure; 
the entire revision of the present sys- 
tem under which the financial needs 
of the government are determined and 
provided; the setting up of an agency 
and procedure through which the ex- 
penditure of public funds may be 
properly controtied and congress be 
given that information regarding such 
expenditures which it must have if it 
is to assure itSelf that its agents, the 
administrative services, are properly 
-performing their duties, and to act in- 
telligently in respect to the future 
grant of funds; the provision, of an 
organ through which the President 
may in fact, as well as in name, dis- 
charge his duties as head of the ad- 
ministration; the recrganization of 
the administrative branch of the goy- 
ernment so as to eliminate the pres- 


ent widespread overlapping of juris- | 


dictions and functions and indefensi- 
ble duplication of services, organiza- 
tion. niant and work: and the com- 


plefe recasting of the present system | 
under which the personnel required | 
to man the governmental plant is se-; 
cured, compensated, promoted, ~as- | 
signed to particular tasks and con- | 
trolled, to the end that not only jus: | 
tice will be done to the several classes 
of governmental employees, but that | 
&@ personnel system will be established. 
that will insure a maximum of effi: | 
ciency in the actual conduct of public 
affairs. : 

A study of action actually had or 
now under way shows that steps have 
been taken toward the accomplishment 
of each of these fundamental reforms, 
The introduction of a budget system 
is a long step forward. 

I don’t mean in the least to give the 
impression that all private business 
is perfectly run and that only..govern- 
‘ment business Is badly manageé, or 
that all the efficient people are in pri- 
vate employ and only inefficient in the 
public service. Neither of those con- 
ditions exists, 

In the common phrase, you have got 
to hahd it to Alexander Hamilton for 
devising a scheme that has stood up 
since revolutionary days. It Ras not 
been fundamentally altered since his 
day. There has been no readjustment 
of salaries in the departmental serv- 
ice for Sixty years. *That implies “a 
certain loyalty and faithfulness on the 
part of the workers, : . 

My only desire is to disclose the 
present condition ‘of government em:. 
ployment; that good men are leaving, 
and that the present tendency, if not 
ehecked, will inevitably drive out of 
the service all of the efficient and 
leave only the mediocre and incom-- 
petent. I have said little myself, but 
have chosen -to let the men working 
for the government tell the story. Ev- 
ery assertion of fact in these articles 
comes from some responsible source 
or authority within the service. I am 
not making a criticism or attack from 
the outside, but merely serving as a: 
mouthpiece for your hired men. 
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EASY COME, EASY GO 
Back in 1942, when Mr, Taft was 

President, and when the gross ex- 
penditures of .the government were 
about one-quarter vf what they are 
now, he became exercised and con- 
cerned about the higgledy-piggledy, un- 
scientific, disorderly, grab-bag methods 
by. which your money was expended 
for public purposes. We said then 
what is equally true now, that the } 
activities of the national government 
“are almost as varied as those of the 
entire business world, The operations 
of the government affect the interest 
of every person living within the ; 
jurisdiction of the United States. Its | 


organization embraces stations and 
eenters of work lecated in every city 
and In many focal subdivisions of the 
country. 

“This vast organization has never 
been studied in detail as one piece 
of administrative mechanism. Never 
have the foundations been laid for a 
thorough consideration of the relations 
of all its parts. No comprehensive ef- 
fort has’ been made to. Hst its multl-

doing. Never has a complete descrip- 
tion been given of the agencies through 
which these activities are performed. 

“At no time has the attempt been 
made to study all of these activities 
and agencies with a view to the as- 
signment of each activity to the 
agency: best fitted for its. performance, 
to the avoidanecet. of duplication of 
plant and work, to the integration of 
all administrative agencies of the 
government, so far as may be 
practicable, into a unified organization 
for the most effective and economical 
dispatch of public business,” 

This extraordinary and indefensible 
situation, which exists today as fully 
and completely as it did when Mr. 
Taft portrayed it seven years ago, 
came about quite naturally and simply 
through our tolerance and slackness. 

For years and years the government 
lived and grew and extended its ac- 
tivities on Santa Claus money. Its {n- 
come came as easily as money in 
a letter. For years and years the 
/fational income was gredter than the 
Every year there was a 
surplus. 

The government was precisely in the 
position of the Rockefellers and the 
Carnegies and the Rothschilds. Its 
problem was not how to get money 
enough to live on, but how to spend 
Its Income. It naturally got in the 
way of throwing some of it to the 
birds. It lived like a remittance man. 

You may remember that back in the 
time of the first Cleveland adrninistra- 
tlon one of the problems of public’ 
discussion was: “What shall be done 
with the surplus?” Then there was a } 
change of administration and Corporal 
Tanner was made commissioner of 
pensions. ‘The whole ‘country was | 
amused and had a hearty laugh when 
be announced his policy: “God help ; 
the surplus!’ Them was the halcyon 
days! 

Mr. Gilbert, the present undersecre- 

tary of the treasury, in an address 
sald: . 
- “The estimates for the year 1920 | 
show that over a billion dollars of ex- 
penditures were authorized by the last ! 
session of congress in addition to the 
amount shown {in the usual compiled 
statements of appropriations. In fact, 
the practice has reached such propor- | 
tions as to be almost a national 
scandal, and it was vigorously de- 
nounced tn the President’s last annual 
message. ; 2 

“Tt has become the first prtneiple 
of strategy on the part of people In- 
terested in appropriations for various 
special purposes to frame the matter 
so as to autliorize the use of the 
public funds Indirectly, or in Indefinite 
terms, or by authorization for ex- 
. penditure of unexpended balances, per- 
haps appropriated originally for other 
purposes, or by authorizations to 
divert government receipts before they 
véver reach the treasury. Efforts aré 
made to find general words whieh do 
not speak in terms of appropriations 
and cannot be readily calculated. \ 5 

“The last., session’ of the present. 
congress, for example, authorized ad- 
ditional expenditures out of halances 
of prior appropriations and from re- 
ceipts to the amount of ofer -$500,000,- 
000, including over $400,000,000 for the 
shipping board. The pressent ses. 
ston of congress by similar procedure 
takes credit for refusing appropria- 


: tlons for the shipping board, but, at 


the same timé, purposes to authorize 
the expenditure of receipts in amounts 
that may reach as high as $200,000,- 

. By the indefinite appropriation 
for the railroad guaranty about $650,- ' 
000,000 was in effect appropriated 
without appearing In any of the state- 
ments of appropriations.”
